Thug ‘deserves more 
than one year in jail’ 


A MAN described as a 
danger to women has 
been sent to crown 
court for sentence after 
a district judge sitting 
at magistrates’ court 
said he deserved more 
than a year’s jail. 

Dale Knappett, 25, 
terrified his girlfriend 
Claire Simpson when he 
went into a rage at her 
home in which he pinned 
her to the ground, wrecked 
a kitchen cupboard, drove 
off in her car and later left 
taps running in the house 
causing a flood. 

At the time Knappett was on 
bail for an incident involving a 
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previous girlfriend when he 
“trashed” her car after driving it 
off from outside a pub. 

District Judge David Cooper, 
sitting at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates’ court, said that 
despite a “sweet” statement from 
Ms Simpson, a mother of two 
children, in which she said she 
forgave Knappett and was willing 
to have him back, he deserved 
more than the maximum 12 
months sentence that he was able 
to impose. 

The court heard that Knappett, 
who has lived in King George 
Avenue, Exning, and Wren Close, 
Mildenhall, had seven previous 
convictions for 16 offences inclu¬ 
ding causing actual bodily harm 
to an ex-partner and a charge of 


battery involving a four-month- 
old baby. 

Judge Cooper told Knappett: “It 
seems to me you are a danger to 
women who have children in the 
same household. You have no 
control over your temper at all. 

“My powers of punishment are 
limited to 12 months in prison of 
which you would serve less than 
half. 

“To my mind the public would 
not be sufficiently protected, 
therefore I am committing you for 
sentence to Ipswich Crown 
Court.” 

He ordered that Knappett 
should remain in custody until 
his crown court appearance. 

Knappett’s solicitor, Peter 
Masters, had suggested that he 
should be given a community 
sentence involving working with 
probation officers to address his 
problems. 


Mr Masters said Knappett 
would not get the same level of 
support if he was jailed. 

Knappett admitted aggravated 
vehicle taking on March 15 when 
he wrote off a former girlfriend’s 
BMW car in a crash after driving 
it away from a pub. The court 
heard he crashed it on a bend 
because he could not find the 
light switch. 

He also admitted driving with¬ 
out insurance and not having a 
valid licence. 

He admitted assaulting Ms 
Simpson, at her home in 
Stradishall, on September 20, 
taking her Vauxhall Vectra 
without consent, driving while 
disqualified, having no insurance, 
having a lock knife and knuckle 
duster as offensive weapons, 
burglary with intent to cause 
damage at her home and burglary 
at his mother’s home in Exning. 



Photos conjure up fairy 
fakery from the past 


PHOTOGRAPHER Paul 
Craske demonstrated how 
pictures of fairies were faked 
more than 90 years ago. 

Mr Craske, from Burwell, 
staged a workshop at Milton 
Country Park for children and 
adults to show how cousins 
Elsie Wright and Frances 
Griffiths created the 
photographs of the 
Cottingley Fairies which 
received national publicity in 
1917. 

He displayed identical 


equipment from the period 
and compared it with modern 
digital cameras which people 
taking part in the workshop 
session used. 

Youngsters were able to take 
photographs of themselves 
with “fairies” they created. 

The original “fairy” 
photographs are believed to 
have attracted so much 
attention at the time because 
they provided light relief from 
the misery of the First World 
War.

Flying start for horse 
hospital at cutting edge

A NEW private hospital has 
opened with facilities to rival 
the best of the NHS. But all the 
patients are horses. JOHN 
GOODE reports. 

W HEN King Charles II 

established horseracing 
at Newmarket more 
than 300 years ago, he 
could not have foreseen how the 
sport would have developed into the 
multi-million pound industry that 
exists today 

Now the latest development has seen the 
opening of the biggest and most modern 
horse hospital in Europe. 

Newmarket Equine Hospital, as it is 
officially known, has just started treating its 
first patients after the completion of building 
work which started less than two years ago. 

It is the result of 15 years of planning by 
vets Greenwood Ellis and Partners, who 
wanted to move out of their cramped 100- 
year-old premises at Reynolds House just off 
Newmarket High Street. 

The new facilities, which cost “several” 
million pounds, have been established on 
former farmland just off the stallion 
roundabout at the Cambridge end of the 
town, close to the National Stud and the July 
racecourse. 

David Ellis is senior partner at the 
practice, which has now changed its name to 
Newmarket Equine Hospital. “We have been 
trying for 10 years to find somewhere to be 
able to expand the practice and allow it to 
work to its full potential,” he says. “We 
wanted to be the best. We weren’t too fussed 
about being the largest. 

“We wanted to expand the services we can 
give with improved technology and experts 
in certain disciplines such as cardiology, 
ophthalmology and neurology Ideally we feel 
this is a springboard to develop from.” 

Although confidentiality rules prevent 
identification of many of the clients whose 
horses benefit from the expertise of the 
hospital’s team of 30 vets, they include some 
of the biggest names in horse racing. 

With around 3,000 horses in training at 
stables in Newmarket, and more than 1,000 at 
stud farms in the surrounding area, the 


hospital has a client base right on the 
doorstep. 

But the practice also takes referrals from 
all over Britain, Europe and Ireland and 
treats “non-thoroughbred” horses. 

Vets from all over the country can consult 
some of the world-renowned experts at the 
hospital for advice or arrange to send a 
horse to the hospital 

“You can have a one-stop service for your 
horse - just like the MoT for cars,” says 
David. “We can deal with the routine as well 
as the high-tech.” 

The hospital can take up to 86 horse “in¬ 
patients” in two stable blocks and two 
American barns, as well as an intensive care 
unit and an isolation unit for horses with 
infectious diseases. 

The main building is designed in the 
shape of a cross with the offices and 
administration areas in one wing to the front 
of the site and the two operating theatres at 
the back. Diagnostic and X-ray facilities are 
in one of the wings and a separate block will 
house imaging equipment, including an MRI 
scanner which is yet to be installed. 

The hospital has its own laboratory for 
analysis of samples and dispensary for 
medicines. Stores for feed and stable bedding 
are at one side of the site and all heavy lorry 
deliveries are separate from areas where the 
patients recover. 

More than 700 operations a year are 
expected to be carried out at the hospital, 
which is equipped with lifting gear to 
transport anaesthetised horses into the 


theatres. Outside there are exercise areas for 
the horses where experts can watch to check 
on lameness and other problems which can 
show up in the way the animal moves. 

The 15-acre site is leased from the Duke of 
Sutherland’s Stetchworth Estate, which is 
also involved with proposals for an Olympic 
equestrian centre on adjoining land. 

The site was found after a previous 
proposal to build the hospital on land nearer 
the centre of Newmarket in Snailwell Road 
was turned down by planners. 

But the practice is very happy with the 
site it has settled on, which offers good road 
links from all over the country and is less 
than an hour’s drive from Stansted Airport. 

David says building work, carried out by 
main contractors Kier Eastern, went “very 
well”, with much of the layout designed by 
locally-based architectural adviser Andrew 
Fleet. The practice has also received good 
support from East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, which approved the plans. “We have 
had enormous help from a lot of people,” 
says David. 

The practice’s old premises are set to be 
redeveloped for housing. Reynolds House 
has been used by vets since the beginning of 
the 1900s and Greenwood Ellis and Partners 
was formed in the 1920s. 

Currently some patients remain at 
Reynolds House. But the move to the new 
hospital should be completed this month. 

An official opening is likely next spring, at 
the start of the racing season in Newmarket.

Blaze-hit school ready to 
fight plans for closure 


TEACHERS, parents 
and governors at a 
fire-hit school have 
vowed to fight propo¬ 
sals to close it. 

St Felix Middle School 
in Newmarket was facing 
the threat of closure 
before it was burned down 
in an arson attack in 
August. 

Suffolk County Council 
decided 18 months ago to 
do away with all middle 
schools in a switch from 
three-tier to two-tier 
education 

But the head Tony 
Bavington said everyone 
connected with the school 
has been shocked that a 
consultation booklet on 
the changeover in New¬ 
market has suggested that 
St Felix could close sooner 
than originally planned. 

The announcement 
came as pre-built class¬ 
rooms are about to be 
installed on the school’s 
playing field to create a 
new “modular” school. 
Currently St Felix’s 375 
pupils are dispersed on 
three other school sites in 
the town. 

The school is due to be 
reunited back on its own 
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site on Monday, November 
3, after half term. 

Mr Bavington said: “It 
is quite obvious that a 
school that doesn’t want 
to be closed at all doesn’t 
want to close early 

“We shall be making a 
robust response to the 
consultation and I’m sure 
the parents and governors 
will make a similar 
response. 

“There is only one 
option put forward in the 
document and that is the 
option that the local 
authority wants. I don’t 
think the consultation has 
been at all genuine. 

“Each of the consult¬ 
ation meetings so far have 
been managed so we 
didn’t have a meaningful 
debate and they have said 
we can’t discuss the three- 
tier and two-tier issue 
because the council has 
already made its deci¬ 
sion.” 

He said that a question¬ 
naire for parents and 
other interested parties to 
fill in was worded so that 


there was no opportunity 
to disagree with the 
county council’s plans.

“I think it’s poor and we 
will certainly be pointing 
out the defects in the 
process.” 

He said the county’s 
argument for the switch to 
two-tier schools was to 
improve standards and 
exam results. 

But he said the good 
results achieved by pupils 
at St Felix and Newmark¬ 
et’s other middle school, 
Scaltback, “gave the lie” 
to the county’s claim. 

“There is no reason, as 
far as Newmarket is 
concerned, that the 
schools should be closed,” 
he said.

The Forest Heath District Core Strategy was on 
consultation this summer, setting out ideas how the 
district may develop up to 2031.

Climbers in charity challenge 
help rescue man on mountain 
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FIREFIGHTERS taking 
part in a charity chall¬ 
enge helped save a 
man’s life in a dramatic 
rescue. 

Three British civilian 
firefighters at the Mildenhall 
US Air Force base found the 
man huddled at the top of 
Snowdon, the highest moun¬ 
tain in Wales, while they 
were taking part in the Three 
Peaks Challenge. 

The firefighters Alan 
Coldwell, Chris Gould and 
Jerry Myles were at the 
summit of the 3,560ft moun¬ 
tain with their guide Dave 
Wainwright, from the base’s 
outdoor recreation section, 
when they spotted the man 
slumped outside the peak’s 
visitor centre which was 
closed for refurbishment. 

Mr Coldwell said the man, 
who had no coat and had 
tennis shoes on his feet, was 
unconscious and suffering 
from frostbite and hypo¬ 
thermia. He is believed to 
have been on the mountain 
all night. 

Mr Coldwell said: “It was 
fairly hard to bring him 
round at first he took quite a 
bit of rousing to get anything 


out of him, and then it was 
just moans and groans. He 
was very stiff and cold, and 
we could tell straight away 
he was suffering from 
hypothermia - he’d 


obviously been out there a 
long time.” 

The four men used their 
equipment, including a 
survival bag and spare 
clothing, to try to warm him

up while they contacted the 
mountain rescue service. 

While they were waiting 
for a rescue helicopter one of 
the Snowdon Mountain 
Railway trains arrived 


carrying members of the 
Welsh Assembly who were 
due to inspect the work on 
the £9 million visitor centre. 

The Mildenhall team and 
the casualty were able to take 
the train to a lower part of 
the mountain which was not 
shrouded by clouds so that a 
rescue helicopter could pick 
him up and fly him to 
hospital. 

“If we hadn’t had the train, 
we’d probably have had to 
wait about four hours for the 
mountain rescue team to 
walk up the hill to us,” said 
Mr Coldwell. “So it really 
was lucky that the train 
came up that day, and also 
that we were diverted from 
the ridge on our way to the 
peak.” 

Ian Henderson, a volunteer 
with the Llanberis Mountain 
rescue, said: “The casualty 
arrived at hospital with a 
core temperature of 31.2 
degrees - which put him in 
the range of severe hypo¬ 
thermia and risk of cardiac 
complications - and mildly 
frostbitten feet. 

“Without the fortuitous 
intervention of the Milden¬ 
hall guys, who were well- 
equipped and dealt with him 
well, and the timely arrival 
of the train, the outcome 
would have been very 
different.”

Scrapyard owner refused bail 


A SCRAPYARD owner 
accused of hiding a 
large amount of cash 
has been refused bail 
pending trial. 

Robert McGivern, 38, 
of the Ponderosa scrap¬ 
yard at Bridge End 
Road, Red Lodge, made a 
new application for bail 
before District Judge 
David Cooper at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates’ 
court on Tuesday. 


His lawyer, Matthew 
Gowen, said his passport 
was already held by the 
police and he would be 
willing to accept other 
conditions if he was 
granted bail. 

McGivern, who also 
has a home in New¬

Owner appeals for information in

THE owner of a unique 
motor-cycle has renewed 
an appeal for help in getting 
it back. 

Tattooist Garry Brown built 
the Harley-Davidson 
machine himself with the 
help of a friend over the 
course of a year. 

But the distinctive machine, 
with personal registration 
G14 TAT, was stolen from 
the garage at his home after 
thieves drilled the lock. 

The bike was stolen last 
month and a police appeal 
at the time brought forward 
no clear leads apart from a 
suggestion that a similar 
bike had been seen in 
Lincolnshire. 

Now Mr Brown, 41, has 


made a new appeal for 
anyone with information to 
come forward. 

“It’s a complete one-off,” 
said Mr Brown, who has 
previously displayed the 
bike outside his tattoo 
business in Sun Lane, 
Newmarket. 

“I spent about £21,000 
building it, but its insured 
value is only £14,000. I’m 
not worried about the 
money -1 just want the bike 
back. 

“We got the bike on the 
road in 2004 and it’s only 
covered 1,300 miles. I never 
take it out in the rain.” 

The bike was taken during 
the day time on September 
18 after thieves broke into 


the garage at his home in 
Granary Road, Newmarket. 
Mr Brown said there had 
been a report of a Ford 
Transit van in the area 
towing a trailer with 
something covered by a 
tarpaulin on board. 

The bike weighs 340kg and 
would have been awkward 
for the thieves to 
manoeuvre.

consultation meeting about 
proposals to develop 150 acres 
of land between Fordham 
Road and the A14. 

The land, known as Hatch- 
field Farm, is already ear¬ 
marked for development by 
Forest Heath District Council 
planners. 

Now Lord Derby, who owns 
the land, has launched a 
series of early consultations 
about the scheme which 
could see 1,000 homes built by 
2020 and a further 200 by 2031. 


Cllr Richard Fletcher, who 
chairs Newmarket Town 
Council’s development and 
planning committee, attend¬ 
ed the first meeting in a 
private capacity together 
with two other members of 
the council. 

He reported that about a 
third of 50 residents were 
“vehemently against it” 
while the remainder wanted 
to make sure that their views 
were considered - even if 
they were not “wildly” in 
favour. 

He said suggestions to 
reduce traffic on Fordham 
Road centred around propo¬ 


sals for an improved “park 
and ride” bus service. 

He said the county council 
was already planning to 
install traffic lights at the A14 
junction. 

Cllr Jonathan Richer said 
consideration should be 
given to a new junction off 
the A14 from the west of the 
town. 

Another meeting is plan¬ 
ned at the end of this month 
on a date to be confirmed. 

Cllr Fletcher said: “I would 
encourage as many people as 
possible to go along and have 
their say”

Sir, Following the article in the East 
Anglian Daily Times on October 7, 
highlighting parental concerns about 
proposals for local schools, I felt it was 
important to write and address a number 
of issues relating to the school 
organisation review. 

As chair of the Forest Heath local 
stakeholder forum I can confirm that the 
options which appear in the consultation 
booklet were developed by officers with 
the help of people who took part in the 
forum. Obviously it wasn’t possible to 
develop all the ideas that were discussed 
as some didn’t meet the county council 
principles for the review and some would 
not have been sustainable. 

The options which were included for 
consultation have a clear rationale as to 
how they complement each other and 
how they are able to provide a wide 
ranging curriculum. 

The whole aim of the school review is to 
get the best possible outcome for the 
education of our children and young 
people now and into the future. 

No decisions have yet been made about 
how the two-tier system will work for the 
Forest Heath area. We welcome and want 
all views to help to inform the decision 
making process. 

People can have their say in a number of 
ways including attending one of the public 
meetings which have been arranged at 
schools in the area. I urge people to 
contact their local school and find out 
when their public meeting is scheduled so 
they can go along, hear the details of the 
possible options and have their say. 
Consultation runs until December 15, 
2008. 

All the responses to the consultation will 
be analysed and this information will be 
presented to the Cabinet in February next 
year when they consider which options to 
take forward. 

There are many opportunities to improve 
education, and to extend community 
opportunities as a result of this review.

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Laundry monitored 
for ‘noise nuisance’ 


ANGRY residents have 
complained about in¬ 
creased noise from a 
laundry near their homes. 

People living near the Cannon 
laundry in Exeter Road, 
Newmarket, say they have to 
suffer noise and vibration 
during the day and disturbance 
at night and Saturday morn¬ 
ings. 

A group of residents aired 
their grievances at a meeting of 
Newmarket town council’s 
community services committee 
which agreed to take up the 
issue with Forest Heath District 
Council whose environmental 
health officers are investigating 
whether the noise is a nuisance. 

David Soanes, of The Wat¬ 
ercourse, just off Exeter Road, 
told the committee that the 
laundry’s machines operated 
from 5.30am to 10pm. 

“We were informed that they 
have the right to operate 24 
hours which is a concern,” he 
said.

He told councillors that the 
problems have got worse in the 
past six weeks after the 
installation of a new machine 
which causes vibration and “a 
noise like a street sweeper.” 

“It means you have to close 
your windows and some 
residents have not been able to 
use their gardens.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who 
chairs the committee, said: “I 
have been down there and the 
noise is very loud. You certainly 
wouldn’t want it next to you. 
The noise is unacceptable and I 
understand Forest Heath Dist¬ 
rict Council is monitoring it.” 

Cllr Chris Turner, the mayor, 
said: “I think we can give 
support to whatever Forest 
Heath can do. I’m not sure how 
much we can offer support if 
the noise is below acceptable 


levels. We can push Forest 
Heath for a speedy answer.” 

Mr Soanes said a manager 
from the laundry had appeared 
shocked when he heard the 
noise from inside his home. 

Cllr Andy Drummond said 
inquiries should be made at 
Forest Heath’s planning 
department to find out what the 
permitted work hours are for 
the laundry. 

“I would like to satisfy myself 
they are working within the 
terms of their planning per¬ 
mission.” 

The town council is to ask the 
district council for details of 
noise tests carried out by the 
district council. 

A district council spokes¬ 
woman said, after the meeting: 
“Our environmental health 
department is working with the 
company.” 

A spokeswoman for Cannon 
said the company did not want 
to comment. 


Drug death a ‘tragic accident’ 


A WOMAN’S drug death was accidental, 
a coroner has ruled. 

Eileen Conlon, 37, died after taking 
drugs which had been given to her by her 
boyfriend. 

A pathologist said she died from drug 
toxicity caused either by injecting her 
boyfriend’s methadone, a heroin 
substitute, or because of the mixture of 
substances in her system 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk coroner, 
recorded a verdict of accidental death at 
the inquest into her death. 

The inquest at Bury St Edmunds heard 
that Damien Jared, her boyfriend, made a 
999 call after waking up to find her with 
blue lips and no pulse at the home they 
shared in Periman Close, Newmarket, at 
5.30am on December 29 last year. 

Jared, who was last month jailed for 
two and a half years after admitting 
supplying class A drugs to Miss Conlon, 


told Pc Robert Diver that he had tried to 
revive her with mouth to mouth 
resuscitation. 

He said she had smoked a joint and 
drank half a bottle of vodka the previous 
night. 

He said she had taken methadone the 
previous night. 

Police Sergeant Kevin Jay, who was 
first to arrive at the house, also tried to 
revive Miss Conlon using heart massage, 
but she died. 

Dr Dean said a post-mortem had 
showed that the drug levels found in her 
body were not high enough to be fatal. But 
pathologist Prof Sebastian Lucas had 
concluded that she had died from drug 
toxicity 

Dr Dean said: “It appears this was a 
tragic accident. But it underlines and 
emphasises the extreme hazards of this 
sort of drug use.”

Police renew scams warning 


POLICE and council 
trading standards 
officers have renewed 
warnings about lottery 
scams which have cost 
victims their life 
savings. 

The issue was raised 
at a Forest Heath police 
community meeting and 
has led to the reminder 
to people to beware of 
cons. 

A Suffolk police 
spokeswoman said the 
issue was mainly a 
matter for trading 
standards but it was felt 
that a timely warning 
was needed of reports of 
scams - mainly aimed at 
the elderly. 

She said: “Elderly and 
vulnerable people are 


often more likely to be 
targeted by scammers 
who are becoming more 
sophisticated and aim to 
con us all. 

“Bogus sweepstakes 
and lotteries, get-rich 
quick schemes and fake 
health cures are some of 
the favoured means of 
separating the unwary 
from their money. 

“But the number of 
scams just keeps on 
growing and if you 
respond you risk becom¬ 
ing a chronic scam 
victim.” 

Chronic scam victims 
are those who are 
repeatedly taken in by 
the same and often a 
number of different 
tricksters. 


Cllr Jeremy Pembroke, 
leader of Suffolk County 
Council, said: “No one is 
immune from these 
letters. 

“I received one the 
other day and had to 
seek advice from trading 
standards officers on 
what to do with it. 

“These scams ruin 
lives. They seek out 
vulnerable people and 
often strip them of their 
life savings. The victim 
is unaware they are 
being sucked in and will 
not see any reward for 
the money they put in. 

“It’s vital that people 
who receive any such 
letters report them to 
Consumer Direct on 
08454 04 05 06.”

MULTI-millionaire musician 
Benny Andersson was among 
the buyers at the Tattersalls 
Newmarket racehorse sales last 
week.

£682,500 on a grey colt which he 
hopes will become a race winner. 
He was sitting with his 
bloodstock advisor Peter Doyle 
who made the bids for the horse 
against rival Saleh Al Homaizi, 
the Kuwaiti businessman who 
bought Derby-winner Authorized 
at the same sale in 2005.

Luxury cars destroyed in building blaze 


A LUXURY limousine business was left 
devastated by a massive fire on Thursday. 
Two garages and six luxury vehicles 
were destroyed in the blaze, at Dream 
Limos on Factory Road, Burwell. 

The lost cars, which included bespoke 
stretch limos, Hummers and Chryslers, 
had been delivered brand-new from 
America about three months ago, and 
were worth around £70,000 each. 
Distraught owner David Waldock told 
how staff dashed out in an attempt to 


save the cars when they saw the first 
flames, at around 4.20pm. 

He said: “We were working in the office 
when one of the girls screamed ‘there’s 
smoke coming from one of the 
buildings’. I thought ‘oh my goodness’ 
and we all grabbed fire extinguishers 
but by the time we got down there, 
flames were coming out the door.” 
Firefighters spent several hours tackling 
the blaze, smoke from which could be 
seen for miles around. 


Mr Waldock said firefighters told him a 
battery charger may be to blame. 

Now the firm has just four luxury 
vehicles left for dozens of bookings, 
including weddings, over the coming 
weeks. 

Mr Waldock said: “I simply don’t know 
what we’re going to do now. 

“Hen nights are one thing but letting 
someone down for their wedding is 
something else.”

“As the local MP, my 
main concern is what is 
in the best interests of 
the children and their 
future education. 

“Having spoken to the 
schools’ outstanding 
headteacher, Gerry 
Sexton, and parents of 
pupils who attend the 


school it is clear to me 
that Paddocks Primary 
School must be saved. 

“I have every sym¬ 
pathy for this campaign 
and after reading the 
excellent Ofsted report 
on the school I can see 
why the whole commu¬ 
nity is so upset about the 
proposal. I only have 
praise for the staff and 
governors of Paddocks 
Primary School who 
continue to do a 
magnificent job.

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Brothers given bar ban 
for ‘thuggish behaviour’

Appeal to residents to help 
clean Home of Horseracing 


TWO brothers have been 
banned from a bar after 
“thuggish behaviour”. 

Andrew Barney, 22, and his 
brother Daniel, 19, were banned 
from Pacino’s in Newmarket for a 
year by District Judge David Cooper 
sitting at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates’ court.

Devonshire and Danielle Hill. He 
also admitted an earlier assault at 
Pacino’s on August 3 when Alistair 
McNally was the victim. 

Andrew Barney was made the 
subject of a community sentence 
with 70 hours of unpaid work. He 
was also ordered to pay £125 
compensation to each of the assault 
victims and £120 prosecution costs. 

Daniel Barney was fined £365 and 
ordered to pay £15 victim surcharge 
and £360 prosecution costs. 


Emma Lister, prosecuting, said 
the victim of the first assault 
suffered a black eye, a swollen jaw 
and his ear was left bleeding where 
his earring was ripped out. 

The later incident started in 
Pacino’s and continued outside. 
Andrew Barney told police he had 
hit Mr Devonshire because he was 
holding on to his brother. 

Miss Hill was knocked to the 
ground when he lashed out to make 
her let go of his shirt. 

Judge Cooper told Andrew 
Barney: “These were serious 
assaults. This was thuggish 
behaviour.” 


RESIDENTS and businesses are 
being asked to help keep 
Newmarket town tidy.

Sinfonia conducts 
itself with aplomb

BRITTEN Sinfonia’s new 
season starts at West 
Road Concert Hall next 
week with a visit from 
rising tenor Mark 
Padmore. 

The concert on Thursday, 
October 23, revolves around the 
theme of night time and the 
programme includes Stravinsky’s 
Fanfare for a New Theatre 
alongside pieces from Handel 
and contemporary composer 
Harrison Birtwistle with an 
appearance by viola virtuoso 
Maxim Rysanov. 

But the most eagerly awaited 
part of the evening will be an 
interpretation of Benjamin 
Britten’s Nocturne which sets the 
words of some of the country’s 
best loved poets to music. 

The piece will be performed by 
Mark Padmore and, in line with 
the Sinfonia’s progressive 
attitude to its music, there will be 
no conductor. 

“Britten Sinfonia is an orchestra I 
have wanted to perform with for 
a long time because they have a 
very interesting attitude to 
putting programmes together 
and some fantastic players,” 
Mark says. 

“They’re interested in exploring

things in a slightly different way. 
Often when you work with an 
orchestra you work with a 
conductor who prepares 
everything and you fit into what 
they’re doing. 

“But here, because there is no 
conductor, we have to rehearse it 
together and talk about the piece 
and what it’s all about. 

“It’s a more joint effort and it 
focuses attention more on the 


music rather than someone at 
the front doing all the 
movements.” 

The song cycle Nocturne was 
written to evoke a dreamlike 
essence and Britten himself 
noted: “It won’t be madly 
popular because it is the 
strangest and remotest thing - 
but then dreams are strange and 
remote.” 

It is a piece Mark had to get into 
the mind of before he could 
perform it on stage. 

“He uses poems from a wide 
variety of poets, Wordsworth, 
Tennyson, Keats, Coleridge and 
Wilfred Owen and ends up with 
Shakespeare,” Mark says. 

“It’s a wonderfully atmospheric 
selection of poems, a bit like a 
night with lots of different 
dreams. 

“It has a sleeping motif that you 
hear at the beginning which runs 
right through the piece and the 
various dreams and nightmares 
are brought in with various 
different instruments.

CITROEN has embarked on a 
new project to look into the 
feasibility of producing an 
ultra-environmentally friendly 
vehicle based on the critically 
acclaimed C-Cactus concept 
car. 

The C-Cactus represents a 
new approach to eco-friendly 
design. The radical, 
essentialist vehicle, with its 
emphasis on environmental 
technology, features a 
simplified design throughout, 
significantly reducing the 


number of components and 
leading to a reduction in 
weight, cost and the impact 
on the environment. 

Removing features that are

THE PHAETON is now in 
its second edition. 

First launched five years ago, 
the new version has gone under 
most folks’ radar. It’s been a low- 
key revision, perhaps because the 
Phaeton is operating in a low-key 
realm, a realm in which one 
doesn’t brag because such 
behaviour is unseemly - and 
there’s nothing unseemly about 
the Phaeton. 

Subtle style revisions including 
a redesigned bonnet, new head¬ 
lamps and rear lamp clusters, plus 
some extra chrome trim around 
the bumpers. The essential 
components are the same - why 
change automotive supremacy? Or, 
to put it another way, if the under¬ 
pinnings and engine of the 
Phaeton are good enough for VW 
to introduce them into its Bentley 
Continental GT, then it’s hard to 
find anything to carp about.

From the outside the Phaeton 
looks understated, so understated, 
in fact, that it verges on 
anonymity, although it’s no mean 
feat to make a 17 foot long motor 
discreet. Open the rear door, 
however, and you’ll see what the 
fuss is all about - the rear 
passengers have several feet to 
stretch their legs out. You could 
hold a line dancing session in 
there. It’s glorious - and glorious 
to think that, at £40k, this luxury 
liner is still affordable (the 
Mercedes equivalent, the S-Class, 
is priced from £56,000 and the 
Lexus LS starts at £54,000). Get in 
the front and you’re looking at one 
of the most sumptuous interiors 
you’re likely to see outside a Lear 
jet. Not for nothing are Phaeton 
sales staff specially trained - this 
is a button freak’s paradise and it 
took me days to locate all the 
basics. Just setting up your 18-way 
seating position requires 
considerable dedication. 

A seven-inch screen lies at the 
heart of the infotainment system 
in the centre console. This offers 
all sorts of goodies like satnav, TV, 
voice-activated mobile phone and

The dials would easily have 
graced a Roller from a decade ago, 
and the acreage of wood and 
leather manages to be both 
impressive and reassuring. 

Once you fire this big bird up 
you know you’re in for a treat. The 
drive is sublime and utterly 
unruffled. The four-wheel drive 
adds traction to the get-up-and-go 
of the powertrain. It’s a bruiser - 
it weighs 2.7 tonnes and hits 60 in 
8.4 seconds - but as agile and 
elusive as a phantom. It’s a lovely 
car to drive, feeding you back 
confidence that leaves you feeling 
refreshed rather than exhausted 
even at the end of a long journey. 

There’s a fault line running 
through the residuals market 


which the Phaeton has identified. 
Too much weight is given to the 
brand and not enough to the 
actual vehicle. Snobbery has for 
too long defined the calibre of a 
car’s used value. Wouldn’t it be 
nice to think that these captains of 
industry could buy a car based on 
its actual quality rather than its 
status value? They could start 
with the Phaeton. It’s not as if any 
humble pie would have to be 
consumed!

Classics ‘are superb assets’ 


ECONOMIC doom and 
gloom? For anyone buying 
shares, maybe, but certainly 
not for the classic car 
investor. 

As shares around the world drop 
to record lows, the historic and 
classic cars market is experiencing 
an incredible surge - many 
investors are realising that putting 
cash into hard motoring metal is a 
wiser move right now than risking 
a sizeable punt on the stock 
markets. 

London-based Coys, the 
international car auctioneers, says 
sales of historic wheels are 
surging as investors scramble for 
“hard assets”. 

Managing director Chris 
Routledge says: “We are currently 
reporting very strong sales of 
vintage and veteran cars, 8.5 
million dollars’ worth since mid- 
September. 

“It appears that people would 
rather buy a historic car and put it 
in the garage than brave the 
current highs and lows of the 
stock market.” 

The firm has offices throughout 
Europe and America, and recent 
Coys sales have seen a 1996 Ferrari 
F50 - the only right-hand drive 
example ever produced, and 
custom-made for the Sultan of 
Brunei - sell for £350,000. 

And a 1955 Mercedes-Benz 300SL 
gullwing, an excellent example 
that came from a prestigious 
private collection, realised 
£385,000. 

But an investment in rare 
British wheels could be the best of 
all. The last remaining original - ie 
not restored in any way - example 
of a 1955 Aston Martin DB3S was 
recently sold for more than £2 
million. 

Another notable Coys deal was 
for a Lancia Aurelia B24 Spyder - 


into something different,” 
Routledge says. 

And there are still historic cars 
galore coming onto the market in 
Britain. 

One of the better investments 
could be an immaculate 1933 
Cadillac V12 Sedan, which is going 
under the hammer at Barons’ sale 
of classic, historic and sports cars 
at Sandown Park, Surrey, on 
October 20-21. 

In these troubled economic 
times, it’s worth noting that 
Cadillac was the only American 
car maker to clock up a profit 
during the Great Depression era of 
the 1930s, and the model being sold 
by Barons - a classic American 


gangster-style car, complete with 
running boards - would have cost 
4,000 US dollars new in 1933. 

Its value as an investment will 
be proven by the eventual hammer 
price, but it does carry a sale 
guideline estimate of £45,000 to 
£50,000. 

Other noteworthy cars offered at 
the Barons event include historic 
British sporting machines such as 
an immaculate 1953 Austin Healey 
100/4 with a sale estimate of £25- 
30,000, and a more contemporary, 
but still head-turning, 
supercharged 1990 Morgan Plus 8, 
with an estimate of £21-23,000. 

The latter car and its lower price 
means that it is more a motor to
